VOTE LAST THURSDAY 


The League of Women Voters ot 
Bay St. Louis held its first unit study 
group meeting of the season on Thurs- 
day evening at the home of Mrs. 
Al Landers on Coleman Ave. Wave- 
land. 


Because of repeated requests for 
information on the working of the El- 
ectoral college and the difference be- 
tween electoral and popular votes in 
presidential elections, Mrs. Landers 
asked Mr. Walter James Phillips to 
address the meeting and answer any 
question asked by those who did not 
understand this elective procedure. 

Mr. Phillips explained that the 
electoral collage is a constitutional 
device which was the outgrowth of the 
early days of our country when com- 
munication was slow and difficult end 
it was impossible for the average voter 
to know the men of talent and integ- 
rity who sought public office. But 
representation of the people was es 
sential and to facilitate this the citi- 
zens chose the men from their own 
state in whom they had the greatest 
confidence and left it to this man, 
the elector, to cast his vote for the 
man whom he considered most compe- 
tent for this important office. The 
method of selection of electors to cast 
the state’s electoral votd is regulated 
by the various state legislatures. 

Since the develpment of strong 
political parties, candidates and elect- 
ors confirming with the principles of 
the party were chosen. All elected 
party representatives from the pre- 
cincts of the county meet and elect 
their representatives for the state. The 
representatives of all the stattes, or 
delegates as they are called meet in 
the National convention and select 
their party's candidates for the office 
of president and vice-president of the 
United States. 

This same procedure is followed by 
each political party. 

However, after the candidate is se- 
lected, there is atill the problem of 
getting him elected, since there are 
two or more major political parties in 
the United States. Each party, there- 
fore, nominates a slate of candidates 
for electors. There is one elector for 
each representative and senator in Con- 
gress from the state and each elector 
ig pledged to vote for the candidate 
of his party. These nominees for the 
electoral college are selected by the 
same group who select the delegates 
to the national convention. 

Now, we have seen that each recog- 
nized party has its list of electors, and 
the final decision rests in the number 
of votes given the pledged electors 
of each party, for the candidate wins 
whose group of electors has the most 
votes. Thus, whether your vote is 
cast directly for the candidgte of your 
choice, or indirectly for the electors 
who are pledged to that candidate, it is 
that vote, your own vote, which will 
decide the winning party.

A total of 413,395 students have el- 
ready taken the tests. An estimated 
total of almost a half-million students 
will have been tested by next spring. 

The Educational Testing Service of 


, Princeton, New Jersey, has again been 


designa to prepare and administer 
the tests on the basis of submitted 
bids and to send each examinee’s 
score to selective service local boards. 

Students currently deferred on the 
basis of test scores or class standards 
number about 190,000. 

General Hershey emphasized that 
increasing manpower demands make 
it important that each draft-eligible 


| student who has not taken the test 


do so as soon as possible. 

Students whose academic year will 
end in January 1953 have been urged 
to take the December 4, 1952 tests 
so they will have a test score in their 
cover sheets before the end of thei» 
academic year, at which time their 
boards will reopen and consider their 
cases to determine whether they should 
be deferred as students. 

To be eligible to apply for the 
college deferment test a student must 
(1) intend to request deferment as 
a student; (2) be satisfactorily pursu- 
ing a full-time course of instruction; 
and (3) must not previously have 
taken the Selective Service College 
Qualification Test. 

Applicants for the test will mail ap- 
plication blanks for the December 4, 
1952 and Aprii 23, 1953 administra- 
tions to Educational Testing Service 
in self-addressed envelopes, which will 
be given to registrants by local boards. 
These cards have not yet been mailed 
to local boards and it was emphasized 
that they will not be . available until 
after October 1, 1952. 

Applications for the December 4, 
1952 test must be postmarked not 
later than November 1, 1952. Appli- 
cations postmarked after midnight of 
that date cannot be accepted for the 
December test.

PENSION VS. ASSISTANCE 


J. A. THIGPEN, COMMISSIONER 
STATE DEPT. PUBLIC WELFARE 


As I go over the state I am confront- 
ed almost everywhere with the query 
“I am over 65 years old, why can’t 
I get a pension?” 


There is no such thing as Old Age 
Pension Program administered by this 
Department. Being 65 does not 
qualify a person for assistance any mbre 
than being 65 days old would. Being 
65 years old is only the general ad- 
mission ticket to the place to qualify 
for an examination to show the need 
for assistance, and by no means does 
it entitle a person to assistance. No 
one under 65 years of age is allowed to 
apply. Being 65 years of age allows @ 
person to apply but under no circum- 
stances does it entitle a person to help 
from this Department. 


When a person 65 years old applies 
for assistance a budget is filled out. 
All income from every source is then 
deducted and if the need shown by 
this budget is greater than the income, 
the income is deducted and the re- 
mainder is tthe ‘budgetary deficit. 


Every person who makes application’ 
and shows a budgetary deficit gets a 
grant- based on the same percentage 
of his budgetary deficit. If his need 
is equalled or exceeded by his income, 
then he is not entitled to help from us, 
no matter how old he is. 


In order to give help to those most 
in need, our regulations require that 
the children making over a certain 
amount are held responsible for their 
parefits’ support up to one-half the 
amount of money they make over the 
amount allowed by our income scale. 
For instance, a person with four in 
the family, who is making a salary 
of $350 a month, has $50 over the 
amount allowed for میا‎ family’s living. 
This means he is 8 pposed to give 
support of $25 per month to a needy 
parent or parents, This $25 a month 
is then deducted as income from thie 
budgetary need and a percentage of 
the remainder is all we can give his 
parents. 


The regulations require that BE- 
FORE we can give assjstance we mus! 
have a report of intome from the child- 
ren. In many instances children are 
holding their parent’s check because 
they fail to fill out our forms and re; 
turn them to us. It may be that we 
cannot give their parents ‘assistance be- 
cause of their income shown on the 
form, but it is impossible for us to giye 
assistance if even one of the children 
does not return the forms sont them. We 
do not like these forms any more then 
the children do, but we cannot put 
the money out until we -have all the 
forms from all of the children. اک‎

to have your- spring garden started 
prior ‘to the. election.” 

They tell us ‘that for the budding 
Lgardener, one pleasantly painless way 
to get flowers in his garden is to be 
sure to plant bulbs. Nature apparently 
designed bulbs for those thumbs that 
are not “green,” because those who 
don’t know a pistel from a stamen can 
grow tulips, daffodils, hyacinths, crocus- 
es at the drop of a trowel. 

They tell us to select bulbs shortly 
before they are to be planted—usually 
befort the beginning of November, and 
to buy the bulbs from a reliable dealer 
(we know someone—and very well— 
who wrote off for what seemed like a 
stupendous offer only to find that the 
gtder consisted of a handful of bulblets 
about the size of a green pea) making 
sure that the bulbs are large, sleek, 
firm ones. > If one is not ready tə 
plant them then the bulbs should be 
kept in a cool, dry place in the interim. 

Tulips should be planted in October 
or early November. Early flowering 
types, such as Kauffmannianas, will 
bloom in late March or early April. 
May-flowering types, such as Darwins, 
Breeder and Cottage tulips, will often 
last into early summer. 

Snowdrops, the tiny heralds of 
spring, show. up each year ahead of all 
the other blooms, They should be 
planted earliest of all, but may be 
planted as late as December 15. 

Clumps of the hardy Dutch crocus, 
either in a gay yellow or in shades 
from pure white to deep bishop’s purt- 


These, along with Scillas, chionodoxa, 
‘grape hyacinths, daffodils and hyacin- 
ths need early planting. 
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The first planting step is to dig the 
soil about six inches. If convenient, 
dig the area a few days in advance 
of planting to sllow the soil to drain 
well and settle. Two or three inches 
are enough for the minor bulbs, such 
as snowdrops and crocuses. 

Then insert bulb in space allotted 
and press bulb against the bottom 
of the pit, press the soil over each 
bylb, smooth the bed and your chore 
is done.
